Brooklyn General Term Bays a
Boooession of Oases Leaves

CASE CANNOT BE APPEALED.

Quigley's Friends Say He Does Not
Care Enough for the Office to
Try to Get It Back

The General Term of the BSupreme
Court, Brookiyn, at 11.30 to-day returned
an oral declei.n removing Police Justice
James ¥, Quigley, of the Gntes Avenue
Court, Brookiyn, for the Intentional vio-
lation of his oMelal duty in the disposi.
tlon of cases connected with the recent
trolley strike,

The charres agalnst Quigley wers
brought by Mayor Schieren as Mayor,
and as ® tazpayer. The trisl lasted
threa days, eniding last night.

The court-room wuas crowded this
morning with the friends of Justice
Quigley and others interested. Justice
Brown rendered the opinion,

The Judge sald In substance:

“When the Court handed down Its
declsion in the Watson case, It stated
the rule which should be applied. The
Court thinks the same rule should ob-
win in this case; that the evidence must
=how corruption, iIntentional violation
*f duty, disregard of law, conclusions
l.nd wilful disregard of legal rules,

Applying this rule in the Watson

€, We found the evidence insufMocient.

he Court found one of two cases de-

#erving censure, but lacking an inten-
uqnal violation, In applying the same
Fuie to this case the Lpourt arrives at a
different conclusion,

The Court stili adheres to the rule
that a magistrate should not be removed
because the General Term disagrees
wWith him, We must allow great lati-
tude to the judicial discretion allowed

“"We do not find a few laolated In-
stances in chis case,. We find n &

“In the came of Acker there wan a
manifest Intention to reach & particular
conclusion. The ofMicer testifled that he
gaw the act committed. He sald the

stone passed through a window and
siruck a passenger In the biack, The
fuct is, the stone was thrown. It made

no dlifference in thia case whether It
ftruck a vomnn or « man. The officer
wha taken to task, The case against the
prisoner was dismissed,

“In the Connolly case a car was an-
sanlted and a motorman was threat-
ened with viplence., The magistrate did
rot belleve Connolly, ‘T'he case was dis-
miesed.

Sargeon McNamara's Conduct te Be

Justice Watson, In the FEwen Streel

On Tuesday Lawrence Murtha applied
for admismon to St Catherine's Hos-
pital, saying he waa out of work and
slek. They wimld not let him In.

On Wednesday morning he waa ploked
up on the street \n An unconscious con-
dition and taken to the Beventh Precinct
dtation.

Burgeon McNamara fefused to carry
him to the nhoapital, claiming that he
was troubled only with rheumatism. In
the course of a few nours Murtha re-
vived and staggered fromi the station,
Late that evening he was again found
unconscious, this time In a saloon on
Freeman street,

He was taken to the station-house,
and an ambulance summoned, McNa-
mAra, when he came, was indignant,
and threatened to get the lice Into
trouble for bothering him with such a
trivinl caxe. Then the sergeant locked
Murtha up on & charge of vagrancy.

In the Ewen Btreet Court yesterday
Justlee Watson commitied Murtha to
the almshouse, He was taken down-
town In the van, and, while walling
in Raymond Hireet Jall 1o give his
pedigree, droppeil dead,

Although the New York police may

record having eriminal jurtsdietion, and
must be upon Indictment of the Grand

ury.

Tl{e Courts of 8peclal 8esslons have no
pewer to try crimes under such elreum-
stances,

Another opinion from the Corporatlon
Counsel was to the effect that the
amended Constitutlon, although giving

reference to veterans for employment

or positlons at M a day, or under, did
not abrogute the law requiring a com-
petitive examination.
